At 5:00 AM, “SIONY” continues to move slowly over the Philippine Sea east of 
Extreme Northern Luzon. “SIONY” is forecast to intensify into severe tropical storm in the 
next 24 hours and reach its peak intensity of 100-110 km/h tomorrow prior to its landfall or 
close approach over Extreme Northern Luzon 


At 5:00 PM, it intensified into a Severe Tropical Storm (STS) while moving slowly 
over the Philippine Sea east of Extreme Northern Luzon. the center of Severe Tropical 
Storm "SIONY" was estimated based on all available data at 735 km East of Basco, Batanes.
